Mr. May was not in his office yesterday aft- 
ernoon and it could not be ascertained what 
he will do. 
Stock-Yards Odors. 

About another branch of the service of his 
department Dr. Wickersham was not quite so 
satisfactory in his explanations. He says the 
Stock-Yards’ odors are not frequentiy of- 
fensive just now. The doctor referred in- 
quirers to Officer Cobb, whose special duty it 
is to iook after tne Stock-Yards to prevent 
them from becoming too loud. Mr. Cobb ad- 
mitted that the odor wafted from the Stock- 
Yards was sometimes quite offensive, but 
said the bad odor came not from the fertiliz- 
ing factories, but from the river, the rolling- 
mills, and a glycerme-factory in Bridgeport, 
and that strong efforts were bemg made to 
abate the nuisance altogether. 
The river at certain stages emits a most 
boisterous stench, and the burning of Lima- 


atmosphere. Butail these evils are to be 
mitigated; also the stench of the glycerine- 
tactory, which before the annexation was 
fatal to chickens and other smali fowl kept 
in the vicinity. 
Tne bad condition of the river was frankly 
admitted by the authorities to be due to the 
carelessness of the packers and their non- 
observance of the ordinances. The Armour- 
Cudahy bouse is the only one provided with 
settling-basins. These basins, however, do 
for the Cudahy and the Botsford houses, 
and have proved so satisfactory that other 
establishments have promised fo put them 
in. Mr. Cobb has been urging the 
Swift and Morris houses to do so and 
has assurances that they will comply. 
The excuse for delay.is that they are consid- 
ering a new patent for removing all fatty 
matter from the packing-house washings. It 
is feared the torrid season will be over be- 
fore they make up their minds. 
It appears, too, that one of the worst offend- 
ers against the ordinance—Joho Brennock— 
is to some extent the cause of delay. He 
owns the ground which the packers want for 
settling-basins, aud has put the price so high 
that the packers are unwilling to make terms 
with him, preferring to stand the chance of 
prosecution. Brennock is tne principal own- 
er of a fertilizing establishment in the vicin- 
ity, which is popularly supposed to give out 
the worst of the Stock- Yards stenches. 
It is observed that these stenches arise 
only in the evening. During the day there 
is no cause of complaint. The explanation 
is that during the day the vapor from the fer- 
tilizmg tanks is rus into tne water vats, in 
which the offensive odor is neutralized. This 
process requires time, patience, and skill, 
and is somewhat expensive. When the su- 
pervision of the Heaith Officers is withdrawn 
in the evening the vapors are allowed to es- 
cape directly through the chimney. The 
whole surrounding .atmosphere is thus 
poisoned, and the odor permeates all over 
the South Division, and even to the North 
Division. Mr. Cobdb’s attention has been 
called to this matter and there is a probabil- 
ity of improvement. 

Condition of the Alleys. 
For some days there have been fewer 
complaints than usual about the condition of 
the alleys, but it is still far from satisfac- 
tory. The loudest complaints are made 
concerning the service in the Third, Fourth, 
Sixth, Nineteenth, and Thirteenth Wards, 
where Messrs. Downey, McDonald. McWUar- 
thy, and Sullivan are the contractors. An 
Alderman gave a somewhat plausible ex- 
planation of the poor service rendered by 
those persons. They are pets of the de- 
partment,” he said. Downey is an old- 
timer and has friends among the inspectars 
and in the Health Commissioner’s office. He 
has been accustomed to do his work in a slip. 
shod manner, and all complaints about him 
have been quietly ignored, owing, it is said, 
to the influence of a clerk who has abused 
the confidence reposed in him by the Com- 
missioner and Mr. Dixon.

The failure of the 
Senate to pass tne bill over the veto of the 
Governor is regarded as a victory. The Gov- 
ernor will not promulgate the proposed 
amendment nor permit it to be voted on by 
the people at the next election. The pros 
talk of appeal to the Supreme Court to com- 
pel the Governor to promulgate the proposed 
constitutional amendment; but it is safe to 
say the court will not find @ way to interfere 
with executive prerogatives. 
At a late hour last night the House re- 
ceived a message from the Senate returning 
the Lottery bill and veto thereon in accord- 
ance with tne report of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which was likewise transmitted. 
Mr. Shields of Orleans offered the following: 
The Senate having refused to consider the veto 
message of the Governor on House bill No. 214, 
which bill is an amendment to the Constitution 
passed by the requisite two-thirds majority of all 
the members elected to both houses, and, as the 
action of the Senate denying the right or author- 
ity of the Governor to veto a constitutional 
amendment is in entire accordance with the 
views of this House, that we heartily agree and 
concur in the action of the Senate, adopt their 
reasons as ours, and that the Clerk of the House 
be instructed to deliver to the Secretary of the 
State for promulgation enrolled House bill No. 
214, with a certified copy of the proceed- 
ings of the House on the said bill and 
to take the receipt of the State for the same.

4 Mammoth Industry to Be Established 
with a Capital of $3,000,000. 

The Whisky Trust will bein a peck of 
trouble before long, and it will be due to the 
actions ofa smart-ivoking young man who 
put bis name on the register of the Audi- 
torium Hotel yesterday afternoon. He 18 J. 
D. lier, a well-known Western brewer, and 
he has the courage to establish a mammoth 
industry in direct opposition to the great 
trust. He is in Chicago now for the 
of selecting machinery for a distilling plant 
to cost nearly $3,000,000. Such an establish- 
ment would furnish all spirits and. alcohol 
that the trust now nas trade for, independent 
of the three outside houses. It is the idea of 
Mr. Iller and his associates not only to put up 
abig distillery, but to combine enougn in- 
Gustries with it to warrant the establish- 
ment of a small Western town. This, with 
the profits from Mr. Iler’s breweries, would 
keep the distillery afloat even if the trust 
Rave away its products. It will de in such 
shape that the enterprise can meet the 
terms of the trust at any stage. Mr. ler 
would say nothing about the venture last 
evening untilinformed that a part of the 
story was already Known. In conversation 
afterwards he said: 
It u true that lam going to oppose thw 
Whisky Trust, but many of the details cannot 
be made public. For instance, if the loca- 
tions which we now have under considera- 
tion were known we would have to pay 
twice or perhaps three times the value of the 
land. The plant will probably be located on 
the Missouri River, in the center of the corn 
beit of America. There are many large 
tracts of land in that section that are cheap 
and would be suitabie for our plans. The 
location is better than that of tune head- 
quarters of the trust—Peoria,.. During the 
cribbing time of corn through Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and Missouri it has been cribbed at 


purchased in Kansas City and St. Joe as 
cheaply as in Peoria, and these two articles 
of expense are the only important ones in 
distilling. 

“if our plant started with a daily capacity 
of 10,000 bushels, with room to double that 
Capacity, it would leave the trust from 7,000 
to 10,000 bushels to pay dividends and fixed 
charges on $35,000,000 stock and two and a 
haif cents a galion fixed charges for salaries 
and expenses of leasing, for tne trust does 
mot own one foot of ground where its dis- 
tilleries now stand.

OONSTABLES AGAINST GAMBLERS,

MORE BEER AT LOW FIGURES 


The Big Brewers Trying to Subdae the 
Men Who Started the War.

The trouble dates back about a year, when 
some of the smailer brewers, in order to 
stimulate trade, began to sell beer at ruinous 
prices. They kept it up until it became 
an annoyance to the dig concerns. 
Finally the Brewers’ Association took up the 


iements. The big concern s accordingly 
joined hands to crush their competitors. 
They are not acting in conjunction as re- 
gards a set price for beer, but each brewer 
will hold his own customers. Yesterday 
the price of beer dropped from 86 to 84 
a barrel, and before the week is ended deer 
may be given away to retail dealers by every 
brewer in Chicago and milwaukee who is 
acting on the defensive. It is even stated 
by some of the brewers that they will pay 

a barrel to every retail dealer when we 
barrel is tapped. 

Itis the opinion of many that Brewer 
Gosch of Sheboygan, W1s., has stirred upall 
the trouble. In dealing with each other 


brewers, as a rule, recognize fine 
distinctions of justice and will 
not interfere with each other.

Chicago Navy’s Fourth Regatta. 
Commodore Catlin, William Weinand, Adolph 
Geiss Jr.. and George M. Jemison of the Chicago 
Navy Board met last night and made preliminary

One 
cannot call to mind a record of equally great 
progress within the limits of a single decade 
in this or any other country on the face of 
the globe. 


It was another dull day at the Chicago 
Stock Exchange yesterday ana under the in- 
fluence of the extreme dullness prices are at 
last showing a tendency to sag. The close 
mouey situation here, which shows no signs 
of improving, is responsible for the quiet- 
ness. The New York market was steady, and 
had it not been for the engagement of $1,000,- 
000 of gold for export it would have closed 
strong. New York exchange was 25 cents 
discount to par. Sterling advanced , cent 
for sight drafts and cables.—The Chicago 
grain markets were more active and quité 
strong, led by corn, which was strengthened 
by reports of extensive crop damage. The

Tun rough official count of the population 
of St. Louis, made at Washington, gives the 
city 448,124, or 12,000 more than the Supervis- 
pr’s estimate. This probably will stop the 
demand for a recount, as it places St. Louis 
ahead of Baltimore, and makes it the fifth in- 
stead of the sixth of American cities, it being 
preceded only by New York, Chicago, Phila- 
deiphia, Brooklyn. Baltimore will take 
sixth and Boston seventh. The Super- 
intendent of the Census in notifying the St. 
Louisans of their population said that there 
had been a growth of nearly 28 per cent be- 
tween 1880 and 1890, as against a trifle over 
12 per cent between 1870 and 1880. It was

He has made 
a good many mistakes of late, and he will 
make another this time if he supposes the 
bluff will have any effect. When thoroughly 
convinced, however, that this country will 
fight, if it is pressed too hard, he will back 
down, for Englana will have the most to lose 
in such astruggle. The mare clausum theory 
may be leftsafejy in the hands of Secretary 
Blaine. Ox ce that is settled, the protection of 
the seals will be assured, for England is ay 
much concerned as the United States in 
guarding the seal fisheries against poachers, 
who now are threatening the extermination 
of this valuable industry. 


TEACHING DOGMaTIC RELIGION IN PUB- 
LIC SCHOOLS, 

Archbishop Ireland read a paper yesterday 
morning before the National Educational 
Association, now in session at St. Paul, on 
tne subject of State and parish schools. 
Owing to his high standing as man and as 
priest his ideas will attract general atten- 
tion. Whether they will meet with a con- 
currence of a majority of the pubic is more 
than doubtful. 


The Archbishop says that he is in favor of 


compulsory State free schools. To them, he 
thinks, is due chiefly the present universali- 
ty of instruction in this country. He also 
wishes education to be compulsory. There 
are only incidental clauses in some of the 
State laws on the subject which offend him. 
He is for parochial schools, but he regrets 
the necessity which he believes calis for 
their existence. 

His grievance against the public schools is 
that they tend to eliminate religion from 
the minds and hearts of the youth of the 
country,“ saying: 

The State school is non-religious. It ignores 
religion. Thereis and there can be no positive 
religious teaching where tne principle of non-sec- 
tarianism rules. What follows? The school 
deals with immature, childish minds, on which 
silent facts and examples make deepest impres- 
sion. The school claims nearly ali the time re- 
maining to pupils outside of rest ano recreation; 
to the school they will perforce, amid the strug- 
gies of later life, look back for inspiration. It 
treats of land and sea, but not of Heaven; it 
speaks of statesmen and warriors, but is silent 
on God and Christ; it tells how to attain success 
in this world, but says nothing as to the world 
beyond the grave. The pupil sees and listens; 
the conclusion is inevitable that religion is of 
minor importance. Religious inaifference will be 
his creed; his manhood will be, as his childhood 
in the school, estranged from God and the posi- 
tive influences of religion. The brief and hurried 
lessons of the family fireside and the Sunday- 
school will not avail. 


After much experimenting Americans have 
settled down to tne conclusion that the 
schools supported with the taxes of the 
whoie people should teach only secular 
knowledge and such rules of moral conduct 
as all men, whether Christians or agnostics, 
think stLould be observed—that the public 
schools should put the children in possession 
of those tools or implements or keys of 
knowledge such as the art of reading, writ- 
ing, spelling, arithmetic, geography, etc., 
which they will need in life, and should also 
teach them not to lie, to steal, or to cheat, or 
do wrong, but to be temperate, industrious, 
self-respecting, honest and honorable in deal- 
ings, toobey and love their parents, and to 
do unto others as they would have others do 
unto them. These are ali, or should be, taught 
in the public schools. To these things the 
Archbishop would add the teaching of dogma, 
as it is taught in the parochial schools, 
whether Roman Catholic, Lutheran, or Epis- 
copalian. 

It has come to be the belief of the great 
majority in this country that dogmas, or 
theological doctrines, should be taught to 
children not in the public schools but at 
home by the parents and in the Sunday- 
schools, each parent picking out for his boys 
and girls the piace where the dogma he pre- 
fers is expounded. The Archbishop says 
that will not do, and if persisted in this will 
grow up to de a godless nation.” So con- 
vinced of the truth of this is he that he 
makes the following suggestions: 


Suggestions of mine must be necessarily crude 
in fotm and local and temporary in application. 
I will, however, speak them. I would permeate 
the regular State school with the religion of the 
majority of the children of the land, be it as 
Protestant as Protestantism can be, and I would, 
as they do in England, pay for the secular in- 
struction given in denominational schools ac- 
cording to resulte—that is, each pupil passi 
the examination before State officials and in ful 
accordance with the State program would se- 
cure to his school the cost of the tuition of a 
pupil in the State school. This is not paying 
for the religious instruction given to the pupil, 
but for the secular instruction demanded by the 
State and given to the pupil as thoroughly as he 
could have received it in the State school 


He is not ready, it will be seen, to give up 
the clerical schools, tor he would not have 
Roman Catholic children go where Protest- 
ant doctrines were inculcated, ana he admits 
that Protestants would not let their children 
go where transubstantiation, purgatory, the 
Immaculate Conception, and Papal infallibil- 
ity were taught. So he wants one set of pub- 
lic schools supported by taxes for the Roman 
Catholics and another for eli other children. 
That is part of his compromise. 

But that is merely dividing the difficulty, 
not domg away with it. The Archbishop is 
learned in theology. What kind of a creed 
would he devise which should be taught to 
the children of Episcopalians, Free Will 
Methodists, Predest:nation Presbyterians, Lu- 
therans, Baptists, Unitarians, Universalists, 
Jews, and Agnostics? The latter would ob- 
ject to the teaching of any creed. Some 
would find tault with the doctrine of the di- 
vinity of Jesus. Others do not believe in 
the Trinity; others deny predestination. It 
would take a teacher who had more skili 
than a professor of theology to harmonize 
these discordant elements when he came to 
giving religious instruction. If all those who 
attended a school were Methodists it would 
matter little if the Methodist Confession of 
Faith were studied there. So with Presbyte- 
rians or other sects, But such is not the case. 
Every school represents several creeds, and 
the .injection of religion into the studies 
would set tnem all to fighting over dogmas. 

On this road there can be no half-way 
house. Eitner teach every dogma, and 
give each sect a fair show for its ism, or 
teach none, but deal in secular instruction 
only. Americans have settied on the latter, 
and they are not yet convinced that it works 
badly, or that dogmatic sectarian teaching 
would work better. They are not ready to 
admit taat this country is worse now than it 
was fifty years ago, or that the separation of 
sectarian religion and the schools has done 
any more harm than the separation of the 
Church and the State. 

As for the Archbishop’s suggestion that 
part of the money raised by taxes be given 
to sévtarian schools it has been discussed in 
this country for nearly fifty years, and 
public sentiment is even stronger ugaiast 
it now than when the late Arch- 
bishop Hughes first advocated it, If the

If the Archbishop will think it over he may 
conclude that he has been too hasty in his 
conclusions that ill 1s wrought by the free 
schools, and may see that on the whole the 
Americans of this century who have been 
reared in them are better Christians than 
those Americans of two centuries ago reared 
in schools where they were taught Caivin- 
ism along with reading and writing, and 
who disfranchised Catholics and persecuted 
the Quakers. 


MOVING THE STOCK-YARDS. 

The transportation of Aladdin’s palace 
from one quarter of the globe to another in 
a single night was scarcely a more aucacious 
movement than that proposed ior the Stock- 
Yards and packing industries of this city. 
It is alleged to be contemplated seriously to 
take the whole of this vast business not only 
away from Chicago but out of Illinois, trans- 
ferring it across the State line into Indiana. 
As the culmination of an ambitious belt line 
project, designed to put this city on the shelf 
in a commercial sense, the proposition may 
be described as consistent with its surrounod- 
ings; but that fact does not increase the prob- 
ability of its being carried out or even render 
it possible, 

It is not unlikely that the Stock-Yards, 
with their attendant cluster of packing- 
houses, will be removed some time in the. 
future to another site. A capitalization of 
$20,000,000 for the first may be deemed too 
large aload for the tradeto carry in the 
shape of charges for housing and handling, 
when in every other line of mercantile 
activity there is an irresistible tendency to 
cheapening of intermediate processes. The 
ground now occupied may become too valu- 
able to be used for such a purpose, and the 
fast-growing commerce of the city impera- 
tively demand tne removal of an ever-in- 
creasing obstruction. This already is an- 
ticipated, and may be said to have beea in 
part provided for. But notin the neighbor- 
hood of Lake George. .The men who have 
the largest pecuniary interest in the 
packing plants and im the  iines 
which connect them with the great 
world outside are understood to favor the 
Stickney tract and to have invested in it with 
direct reference to its occupancy by the live- 
stock pens and packing houses of the future. 
If, however, that site ultimately be found un- 
available the trade would not need to travel 
out of the State to finda location in every 
way adapted to the meeting of their wants. 
One imperative necessity of the trade is wa- 
ter communication, Already a considerable 
percentage of the product of packinetown is 
shipped hence by lake, though the process in- 
volves long distance teaming in some cases, 
with the attendant risk of spoiling through 
exposure toahotsun. This water outiet for 
the product is even now growing in favor, 
and would be much more extensively patron- 
ized on account of its cheapness were it pos- 
sible to load directly from the warehouse to 
vessels at the docks. 

This advantage is offered on the Calumet 
River, and the region there is at least equally 
attractive with any other possible site in re- 
gard to drainage and facilities for rail com- 
munication. It is far superior in ali important 
respects to the proposed site across the Indi- 
ana State line, and its selecuon would not in- 
volve the disagreeable feature of transferring 
to a neighboring State one-half the produce 
business and more thana quarter of the 
manufactures which now constitute so much 
of the city’s greatness. The probability is 
that all this will remain with us and continue 
to be an integral part of what is called Chi- 
cago long after the demise of the men who 
are ambitious to reénact the character of 
Caius Marius in stalking among the ruins. 


HOME RULE NOT AFFECTED IN THE SOUTH. 

The Southern Democratic papers and poli- 
tiolans with one accord all declare that the 
House Election bill is a violation of home 
rule in the South, and that its purpose is to 
hand the whites over to the domination of 
the blacks in local government. The Augusta 
(Ga.) Chronicle quotes the late Mr. Grady’s 
words: 


The negro vote can never control in the South, 
and it would be well if the partisans in the North 
would understand it. . . You may pass force 
bills, but they will not avail. You may surrender 
your own liberties to Federal election law; you 
may deliver your election machinery into the 
hands of the Government. but never will a single 
State of this Union be delivered again to the 
control of an ignorant and inferior race. We 
wrested our State Government from negro su- 
premacy when the Federai drum-beat rolled 
closer to the ballot-box and Federal bayonets 
hedged it deeper about than will ever again be 
permitted in this free Government. But though 
the cannon of this Republic thundered in every 
voting district of the South we still should find 
in the mercy of God the means and the courage 
to prevent its reéstablishment. 


But in reply toall this let it be known 
that the Election bill does not apply and is 
not applicable to State, county, ana city gov- 
ernments in the South, or to taxing, disburs- 
ing, and local administrative power. 

When the bill is read it will be found that 
it does not apply to one of these local powers 
in any State, South or North. The elections 
of State, county, and city officials are un- 
touched. The judges and clerks of elections 
remain unchanged. There are the same jaws, 
judges, and machinery; same election offi- 
cers; same polling-places. No way is pro- 
vided inthe bill to stop the local Democ- 
racy of the South from digfranchising every 
Republican in voting for local officers. 

Either then these Southern papers are will- 
fully lying or they have not read the bill 
and don’t know what they are talking about, 
as the bill applies only to the election of 


Federal members of Congress in those die- 


tricts where one hundred or more voters 
appeal to a United States Judge for the 
appointment of superviscrs in their districts, 
The statement made by these Southern 
papers, therefore, is absolutely faise; and 
if they have read the bill they intend to mis- 
lead and deceive their readers. Ifthey have 
not read the bill then their course is all the 
more contemptible. 

If they believe that an honest election of 
members of Congress is “a blow to their 
liberties” and that the interference of the 
Government in elections of members of Con- 
gress is a violation of Soutnern Democratic 
rights, why do they not frankly say so? 11 
uney believe that the majority in this coun- 
try has no right to rale; that only Democrats 
should be elected to Congress in districts 
where they are in the minority; and that the 
Republicans in tne Northern States have no 
right to complain when they are misrepre- 
sented in twenty-six Southern districts which 
belong to their party, let them honestly say 
so. If their purpose is minority rule and the 
overthrow of the majority principle, which 
lies at the foundation of the American Gov- 
ernment, why not acknowledge it and quit 
this silly fustian about trampling on the 
Constitution and violating popular rights. 


In this connection we find the following in 


an address to Republican editors by the 
Chairman of the Republican Congressional 
Committee: 

The gravest election abuses in a large section 
of our country have deprived vast masses of 
their lawful franchise, have by fraudulent 
agencies imposed an unlawful representation in

The Constitution gives Congress the sole 
power to levy duties on imports, and in ex- 
press terms deprives the States of it, But so 
far as wool and woolen goods at least are 
concerned, Congress seems to have stepped 
down and out in favor of two bodies known 
as the National Wool-Growers’ Association 
aud the Woolen Manufacturers’ Association. 
The representatives of these two bodies 
meet, decide how much extra the consumers 
of the United States shall pay for their 
woolen clothing, and then notify Congress, 
which ratifies the action of these extra-legal 
‘organizations. They determined this spring 
that they would run up the bill of the people 
of the United States for woolen goods full 
a hundred million dollars above what it is, 
not for revenue, but for personal profit, and 
so informed Maj. McKinley, who fixed up his 
tariff bill accordingly, and he and his com- 
mittee dragooned it through the House. 

Unfortunately the interests of the manu- 
facturers and wool-growers hke Messrs. 
Delano, Lawrence, and Harpster, who raise 
blooded rams for Texan and New Mexican 
ewes, are not akin, and consequently these 
two sets of tariff-raisers are all the while try- 
ing to cheat one another. They make agree- 
ments, but they break them with the ease 
and grace of railroad gentlemen, who com- 
bine on Monday and charge one another with 
cheating by Wednesday. As with railroad 
agreements, those made by the Eastern wool- 
weavers and the Ohio ram-raisers are not 
enforcible by law, so Congress is perpetually 
appealed to, now by one side and now by the 
other, and is somewhat perplexed as to what 
it ought to do. 

The three Ohio ram-raisers say they have 
been cheated by the Eastern wool-weavers, 
acting through the Finance Committee of the 
Senate. They say an amendment has been 
offered: 


To strike out the words “including charges,” 
thus raising the dividing line, and permitting, 
under the system of fraud now practiced, the im- 
portation of all third-class wools at the lowest 
rute of duty. These amendments were presented 
to the Finance Committee in violation of the 
agreement of the th ot April, when the re- 
strictive clauses and the words ‘including 
charges were unanimously assented to by man- 
ufacturers in consideration of our assenting to 
ad valorem rates on third-class wool. 


But tne wool-weavers say the boot is on 
the other leg; that they are the ones who 
have been deceived and tricked by three 
Ohio ram-raisers who dub themselves “ the 
Wool-Growers’ Association,“ meaning there- 
by Messrs. Delano, Lawrence, and Harpster. 
Their organ, the American Wool Reporter, says 
that on the 2ist of last December the two 
high contracting parties met at Boston and 
there reached a basis of settlement, which 
was that the dividing-line for third-ciass 
wools should be raised from 12 to 15 cents a 
pound, and the duties be left 24 cents a 
pound for all wools under 15 cents, and raised 
from 5 to 8 cents a pound on all wools above 
15 cents. Then it goes on to tell the follow- 
ing interesting story of the way tariffs affect- 
ing millions of people are made:

The agree- 
ment about the violation of which Mr. Bromley 
complains could not have been made at all if the 
* wool-growers had not already violated other 
agreements.” 


One of the manufacturers ottlines his fut- 
ure course thus: 


Ihave always voted the Republican ticket and 
always dave been willing to give wool-growers 
proper protection, but from my experience with 
wool-growers at Washington I from this time shall 
always be in favor of free carpet wools, as I do 
not think it will be any detriment to the wool- 
growers. 


It will be seen that each fellow is charged 
with cheating the other, and no doubt 
both are telling the truth, and both 
are engaged in the scheme to fleece the con- 
sumers. Such unholy alliances always end 
that way. Therefore, since this scheme of 
letting a few men, directly and selfishly in- 
terested, fix the tariffon wool and woolens 
is a manifest failure, would it not be better 
for Congress to take back the powers 
the Constitution gave it and tell all 
these fellows to go home and mind their own 
business, for it meant to attend to the tariff 
itself? Then the three Ohioans would not 
have to leave the pleasant company of their 
blooded rams to rush off to Washington to 
give orders to Senators and Representatives, 
and the manufacturers could give 
their mills that personal supervision 
which is 80 necessary for success in 
business. The consumers would then 
know whom to hold responsible, if tariff 
taxes pinched them, while at present, if they 
find fault with their Congressman, he tells 
them Lawrence and Wallace agreed on a 
schedule, If itis a bad one you must blam 
them, not me.“ 

This business of the imposition of a hun- 
dred millions in taxes by two seu of schem- 
ing tricksters, each of which 16 continually 
trying to grab more than its share of the 
money taken from the people, must stop. 


POLITICS OF THE LOBISIANA LOTTERY. 
It is an illustration of the extent to which 


partusan unfairness can go that a local Dem- 
ocratic organ has the effrontery to assert 
that if the Louisiana Lottery bill is passed 
it will be by the votes of colored Republic- 
ans.” Of all the phases of this bitter contest 
the attempt to fasten the responsibility for 
this lottery gambling concern upon poor negro 
Republicaas is the mostabsurd and malicious. 

Mr. John Morris, the prime mover in the 
lottery gambling business, having been 
charged with being a Republican, takes the 
occasion to print a card stating that ne is 
an original State-Rights Democrat.”

MORE COBRUPTION AND bLACKMAIL, 

A committee of the Council has reported 
favorably on an ordinance giving certain 
persons the right to manufacture and deliver 
gas in this city. They are authorizea to tear 
up all the streets, no matter how solidly ana 
at what cost they may have been paved, thus 
damaging property-owners and committing 
an intolerable nuisance trom which all will 
suffer. In return for the damage and an- 
noyance it 1s to cause, the new company is 
expected to promise that it will sell gas a 
little below the present rates, and will never 
combine with other companies. Such prom- 
ises have been made and broken before. 
They are made now only to be broken. It is 
the old, old story—to pay boodle in order to 
levy blackmail. 

If an ordinance for a new gas company is 
passed innocently“ by the Council, out of 
an alleged desire to help the public, the fran- 
chise will be used inevitably by those who 
may come into control of it as a means of 
biaekmailing the old companies. It is absurd 
to think that capitalists are going to sink tne 
necessary money in a competing gas- plant. 
when the field is occupied so fully. What 
ever money they have invested in the under- 
taking wey will expect to get back by selling 
out to their competitors at a fat profit. 

But there is no reason to judge that an 
ordinance for a new gas company would be 
passed merely out of pure love ana affection 
for the public on the part of the Aldermen. 
It would be passed to line the pockets of the 
tough gang members. The last one which 
was put through was the Equitable. Fifty 
thousand doliars, it is understood, was dis- 
tributed among the boodle Aldermen to get it 
through. Subsequently it was sold to the 
Gas Trust for a big profit. 

In view of this weil-remembered precedent 
any action of the Council giving franchises 
to a new gas company will be looked on with 
grave suspicion. Nobody will have any 
moral doubt that the Aldermen will bleed its 
promoters, and that they in turn will get 
even by bleeding the present companies, 
which in turn will bleed their consumers. 
Thus in this roundabout way the people will 
have to make good the money which has 
been spent in corrupting their own civic rep- 
resentatives. 

If the Council is solicitous for the welfare 
of the public it will recognize the fact that 
there is money enough invested in gas here; 
that there are works enough and mains 


enough, and that it is unnecessary te tear | 


up a single street to lay a single pipe. The 
way to relieve the people is to make the pres- 
ent com es do what they should. If they 
refase and the Council has not the power to 
make them mind then let it ask the Legis 
lature, which will meet next winter, to take 
the matter in hand itself or give municipal- 
ities the needed power.

LINCOLN, III., July &—Complete and official 
census returns give this Bie gee county a popu- 
lation of 25,020, against in 1880. The four 

recincts of Lincoln foot up 8,062, a gain over 

880 of 2413. 

If these figures are correct Logan County 

would Bave lost heavily but for the gains in 


the thriving little city of Lincoln. That has 


gained, but the country districts have fallen 


behindhand badly. In that part of the coun- 
ty outside of Lincoln there seems to bea fail- 
ing off of 2,480 persons as compared with 
1880. The gain in Logan County between 
1870 and 1880 was 1,984. That shows that the 
thinning out of the agricultural population, 
which was apparent in Knox, Henderson, De 
Witt, and several other counties, had not 
then begun in Logan. The present census 
shows that it is now manifesting itself there. 
Returns from otner agricultural districts will 
exhibit the existence of the same state of 
facts, some of them on a larger scale. 

The question then is, What has become of 
the farmers’ boys and girls of Logan? Many 
of them have doubtless gone West in search 
of farms of their own. Others have moved 
into the cities and towns, the bulk of them 
finding their way to Chicago. This move- 
ment to the cities will never stop. They 
have been drawing on the country since 
civilization began. But the taking up of the 
Government lands and the fact that it will 
need in time about as much capital to begin 
farming in Dakota or Kansas as IIlinois may 
tend in the course of time to keep within the 
State the farmers’ boys who want to farm, 
and they will settle on the cheaper lands of 
Ilhnois. 

This reduction in the number of farmers in 
Logan has not lessened the area of cultivated 
land. There have been no abandoned farms. 
The acreage of improved land, which in 1881 
was 341,998 acres, was in 1888 348,533 acres. 
Either the farmers who remain use ma- 
chinery more than they did or they work 
harder or more intelligently, for they raise 
as big crops as they ever did.

Before this great body was the most noted 
prelate of the vast Northwest, one of the 
most famous men iu the Church of Rome. 
On the one side the great forces that repre- 
sent the mighty power of the common schools 
of the Nation; on the other one of che ablest, 
most eloquent, and most iu fluential leaders in 
the great church which has been described 
as a foe to the common school system. 

Surrounded by a vast audience of those 
whose great field is the common schools of 
America this advocate of Catholicism argued 
the side on which he stands and argued it 
with skill, with diplomacy, with finesse, 
with rare shrewdness. He paid complii- 
ments to the common schools, he threw out 
pleasant implied compliments to Protestant- 
ism; he made a tine show of defending Cath- 
olicism; he was eloquent in his powerful ap- 
peals to patrietism. A somewhat bent man, 
in the prime of life, his large head growing 
silvered, bis pronounced face alive with the 
spirit of the hour, his whole figure in motion 
and animation, his voice tnat of a suasive, 

politic prelate, he was everywhere the man 
of prominence he has been pictured so often. 
No event of the whole series ot mectings 
created the interest of this essay. 
The Archbishop’s Address. 

To say that 8 Ireland was well 
received is to put it mildly. There was a 
flattering demonstration when ne came to 
the reading-stand and at every opportupity 
he was liberaliy applauded. The address 
was delivered in his t style and all felt the 
mower of the man and the earnestness that 
he threw into his cause. He did not condemn 
the State school, but, as will be seen from 
the text of his aidress, demanded that either 
Cetholic schools, using State books, examined 
by the State officers, but allowed to teach the 
Roman Catholic religion, should be estab- 
lished, or, if not, then in some way each 
should be allowed instruction in religious 
tenets in the State school. 

The Archbishop opened his address with a 
declarawon of bis unbounded lovalty to the 
Constitution of the United States. Coming 
to the direct question to be discussed he first 
said: I am the friend and advocate of. the 
State school. In the eircumstances of the 
present time Iuphold the parish school. I 
do sincerely wish that the need of did not 
exist. i would have ail schools for the chil- 
dren of the people Statejschools.”’ 

He said that the accusation that Catholics 
were bent on destroying the State school 
was unfounded. If the State did not come 
forward as agents of instruction too much 
ignorance would prevail. Biessed was the 
nation that had free schools. Notax was 
more legitimate than that levied for the dis- 
pelling of mental darkness, and the speaker 
unreservedly favored State laws making in- 
struction compulsory. And he added: 

Of course first principles must not be forgot- 
ten, and since instruction is primarily the func- 
tion of the parent, the State entering into action 
loco parentis, the parent enjoys the right to edu- 
cate his child in the manner suitable to himself; 
provided always that the education given in this 
manner suffice for the ulterior duties of the 
child toward himself and society. Compulsory 
education implies attendance in schools main- 
tained and controlled by the State only when 
there is no attendance in other schools known 


to de competent to impart instruction in the re- 


quired degree. The i laws recently 
enacted in certain States of the Union are, to 
my judgment, objectionable in a few of cheir in- 
cidentail clauses. These, I am confident, will 
readily be altered in approaching legislative 
sessions. With the body of the laws, and their 
general intent ip the direction of hastening 
among us universal instruction, I am in most 
hearty accord. 


The Parish Schools. 


Turning tothe parish school, the Arch- 
bishop said it was a necessity now, but he 
appealed to Américans to aid in the removal 
of this necessity. The spirit of the parish 
school, if not the school itself, was wide- 
spread among Awerican Protestants, and 
was made manifest by their determined op- 
position to the exclusion of Scripture-read- 
ing and other devotional exercises from the 
1 On tnis point the Archbishop 
said: 

This is my grievance against the State schools 
of today. Believe me, my Protestant fellow. 
citizens, that 1 am absolutely sincere when I 
now declare that Iam speaking for the weal of 
Protestantism as well as for that of Catholicism. 
Iam a Catholic, of course, to the tiniest fiber of 
my heart, unflinching and uncompromising in 
my faith. But God forbid that I desire to see in 
America the ground which Protestantism occv- 
— exposed to the chilling and devastating 

last of unbelief. Let me be your ally in stem- 
ming the swelling tide of irreligion, the death 
knell of Christian life and Christian civilization, 
the fatal foe of souls and of country. This is 
what we have to fear—the materialism which 
sees not beyond the universe a living rsonal 
God or the agnosticism which reduces him to an 
indescribable perhaps. 


Non-Religious State Schools. 

The State school is non-religious, It ignores 
religion. There is and there can be no positive 
religious teaching where the principle of non- 
sectarianism rules. What follows? The school 
deals with immature, childish minds, upon which 
silent facts and examples make deepest impres- 
sion. The school claims nearly all the time re- 
maining to pupils outside of rest and recreation: 
to the school they will perforce amid the strug- 
gles of iater life k back for inspiration. ft 
treats of land and sea, but not of heaven: it 
speaks of statesmen and warriors, but is silent 
on God and Christ; it tells how to attain success 
in this world, but says nothing as to the world 
beyond the grave. The popu sees and lisiens; 
the conclusion is inevitable, that religion is of

The chief difficulty in the premises, the 
speaker thought, was that while the Ameri- 
can people at large were Christians they 
were divided among themselves.

NEARLY TWO THOUSAND HOUSES BURNED 


Fort De France, a Town in Martiniqae, Al- 
most Destroyed by Fire. 

Port or Spain, June 29.—Details concern- 
ing the destruction of the Town of Fort de 
France, in the French island of Martinique, 
have just reached us. 

Sunday morning, June 22, a telegram was 
received at St. Pierre, the Capital, announc- 
ing that a terrible fire was raging in Fort ae 
France, and requesting the services of men 
and pumps. Starting in the middle of the 
Rue Blenac, the fire had reached the Grande 
Rue and the Rue St. Louis and had destroyed 
everything within a space over 100 
yards up to the River Madame. The 
Palace of Justice being threatened, 
and with it the northwest part of the town, 
the vital necessity of saving the court house 
was recognized, but the street was narrow; 
there were no pumps aad but litile water, 
and the people were tired out and disheart- 
ened after six hours of hopeless struggle 
with the flames, the heat from which was 
mostintense. As a result they became dis- 
organized, and thought only of saving what 
personal effects they could. It was not until 
the woodwork of the President’s office had 
caught fire that we pumps. arrived, and 
organized measures re adopted by tne 
comparatively fresh firemen from St. Pierre 
to save the buildings, which, after an hour’s 


hard struggle, was accomplished. | 


Meanwhile the cathedral was in flames 
and was soon a ruin, together with its mag- 
nificent organ. The panic now became gen- 
eral. Women and children Were screaming 
and running hither and thither, and furdi- 
ture was being thrown out of the windows 
into the streets until they became almost im- 
passable. At the last moment, when it was 
too late, dynamite was employed to arrest 
the progress of the fire. Terrific explosions 
were heard and whole blocks of buildings 
were seen to fall, killing seme and -weund- 
ing many persons. The Fensionnat des 
Soeurs, the post and telegrapt offices, and 
the Hotel Kediat, though escaping at first, 
were now in flames, and at 5 p. m..1,500 of 
the best houses in the towh were burning. 

At night the fire had consumed everything 
between the Rue du Fosse and the sea and 
between the Savene and the ~ me. 

The cause of the tire’ is l by some 
to kerosene and by others to @ Dutch stove. 
In the opinion of many had prompt meas- 
been taken and the surrounding 
houses been biown up the town would 
have been ved. ne loss is very 
considerable, 1,700 houses having 
been destroyed, valued at 12,000,000 francs 
(. 400. 000), and furnitdre, ete., valued at 
3,000,000 francs, in all a total of 83.000 000. 
It is impossible at this moment to tell tae 
number of victims. Twelve bodies have, 
however, been recovered, many charred be- 
yond recognition and others fearfully muti- 
lated. Fifteen soldiers are recev ing atten- 
tion at e hospital, many of them . 
and one of them, it is said, fatally wounded. 

Fort de Frauce is on the west coast of 
Martinique, French West India, and is the 
capital of the colony. It has a fine harbor, 
strong fortifications, ana before the fire had 
many fine public buiidings. Its population 
was about 15,000 in 1880. 


TO INSPECT AMERICAN CATTLE, 


Veterinary Inspectors te Be Stationed at 
English Porta. 

WasuHinerTon, D. C., July 10.— The Depart- 
ment of State, at the suggestion of Secretary 
Rusk, has effected an arrangement through 
Minister Lincoln for the appointment of three 
veterinary inspectors for the purpose of in- 
specting all American cattle landing in 
Great Britain. One will be stationed at 
Liverpool, one at London, and one at Glas- 
gow. They will sail for Europe at once. 

The Secretary said today that the restric- 
tions of the British Government upon the 
importation of beef cattle from this country 
on the groundless plea of the continued ex- 
istence of contagious cattle disease in the 
United States were unjustifiable and had 
lasted long enough. He now proposes to 
prove to the satisfaction of the British au- 
thorities that no disease exists in this country 
to warrant these restrictions. If maintained in 
spite of this evidence some other cause 
must be assigned for them. He said further 
that as soon as legislation now pending was 
enacted he would iusutute @ thorough sys- 
tem of inspection of cattie for export in this 
country, and all cattle exported would be 
examined, so that should disease of any kind 
be discovered among them by our inspectors 
at British ports there will be no-difficuity in 
tracing it to its source and determining its 
true character.

GOVERNMENT REPORTS ON THE CROPS, 


Winter Wheat Harvested in All but the 
More Northern Latitudes. 

Wasutneérton, D. C., July 10.—The follow- 
ing report was issued today: 

The July winter wheat report ofthe Depart- 
ment of Agriculture represents the crop as har- 
vested in all but the more northern latitudes. It 
shows some advance in condition where it was 
lowest in June, in Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
and Missouri, and slight decline in Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Pacific coast, and in the Southern 
States. The general average is 76.2, against 78.1 
last month, and tne reduction is mostiy in the 
non-commercial districts. The comm sup- 
ply States, taken together, make nearly the 
same average asin June. Thespring wheat av- 
erage has advanced from 91.8 to 94.4. The aver- 
ages of the principal States are us follows: Wis- 
consin, 98; Minnesota, 98; Iowa. 9%; Nebraska, 
88; the Dakotas, 94; Montana. 83; Colorado, 90; 
Washington, 93. Taken together the winter and 
spring wheat makes an average of 82.1, instead 
of 82.4 last month. The returns from the 
South are very unfavoradle, indicating scarcely 
more than balf afullcrop. The vitality of the 
crop was greatly impairea by March frosts. The 
aphis has been very prevalent on the Atlantic 
coast, and saturating rains have been injurious. 
These causes have produced a shortening of the 
straw and shriveling of the grain, with an un- 
usual prevalence of rust, the fly and chinch bugs. 
After the injury from frosts that followed the lush 
growth of a mild winter, the crop fell an easy 
prey to all the plagues that infect it. A heavy 
reduction in condition during June is reported in 
Kentucky's yield and the quality shown by the 
thrasher is worse than was anticipated. The 
plants are thin on the und, the ot Nn 
the berry shriveled. hio and West ia 
make slight reductions. 

In Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, and 
Kansas, the least mjured fields manifestly im- 
proved during the iast month and pro fbet- 
ter results in thrashing, while the badly winter 
killed were worse blighted and more chaffy than 
was expected, The average * pend ad- 
vanced in all these States. wide range of 
local condition increases the difficulty in report- 
ing a true aver which may be more closely 
approximated after thrashing. In some counties 
the grain is reported better than was antic 
Some counties in Kansas claim 16 busheis, some 
20 per acre, and one reports the best crop ever 

wn in quality and yield, while otbers samit 
amage and disappointment. 

Spring wheat in the Mississippi River States 
has had abundant moisture, while there is con- 
siderable complairt of drought in the Missouri 
Valley. A small increase in the area of corn is 
reported of about six-tenths of 1 cent. 
The largest portional extension in the 
Northwest. re has been nearly 1 per cent 
increase in the South.

There is nothing to say Of the money srtuation 
that will be cheering to borrowers. There is not 
only no money at less than 6 per cent, but there 
is not enough to go around even at that rate. It 
is this last point that is raising hob with the 
speculative interests. The money simply is not 
to be had. Chicago needs more banking capital. 
It is doubtful if in any large city in the country 
there are better opportunities held out for organ- 
izing strong banking institutions. Even the 
bankers already in business here admit that, 
though the new banks would be their direct com- 
petitors. A comparison of the banking facilities 
of Chicago with those of other large cities brings 
out forcibly the reason why we heed more cap 
ital bere. The comparison with Bos- 
ton makes the most notable illustra 
tion. Chicago, with. 1,100,000 people, has a 
National banking capital of $16,250,000. Boston 
with a population of 430,000, has a Natonal 
bauking capitai of $53,000,000. Here is Chicago, 
with over two and one-half times the population 
of Boston, doing a business which demands a 
much greater amount of funds per capita than 
is needed in Boston, and with a National bank- 
ing capital considerabiy less than one-third that 
of Boston. it is true we have also some large 
trust companies, but it is also true that Boston 
has a list of trust companies that bear about the 
same relation to ours that her other banking 
facilities do to ours. The facts are simply that 
Chicago's National banking capital might be in- 
cre ven fold before we would be as Well sup- 
plied as Boston is today.

But some 
buying orders for May came berefrom Nebraska 
and one or two from Kansas, indicating the ex- 
istence ofa fear there that the crop will be a 
short one. 

London sends word that France has taken 
nine wheat cargoes off coast, and Dunn tele 
graphs from the other side that the current 
strength there is not so much on the fact of wet 
weather as on light stocks. It seems that re- 
serves in France were scarcely ever so low as 
now. One or two cables yesterday stated that 
the Englisb crop is all right, and some advices 
from the Northwest said nearly the same for 
that section.
